“The mind,”

avouched Dr. T. E. 
formerly a Mennonite, now 
professor of government at 
Sacramento State College, “‘is not given 
much status in the Mennonite 
community--philosophizing, 
intellectualizing, thinking~these things are 
avoided, and certainly, the questioning of 
theological tenets, wondering about things 
(are taboo). The Mennonite community 
demands life based on faith.” 

Dr. Shoemaker’s soul is being prayed for by 
the Mennonite community--Amish, 
Mennonite, Dunkards--of Franklin, 
Pennsylvania as he attended high school 
(“unthinkable and unnecessary”’), discovered 
sports for fun, served in the military in 
World Wa: !I (Mennonites are pacifists) and 
has taken a PhD (“detrimental to one’s 
salvation”) at the University of Southern 
California and he now is living among the 
“unsaved” mainstream of society. He has 
left the side of God’s own people and 
beyond their agarian boundary lurk the evils 
of mankind ready to pounce on Shoemaker’s 
soul. 

The Mennonites, according to Shoemaker. 
do not engage in missionary work. Moreover, 
during World War II when the army built an 
ordnance depot among his people, they 
turned more “inward” seeking to remain 
free of outside influences and hoping to 
keep their legendary independence intact 
“The only way you can understand these 
people is from the point of view of the saved 
community, for they arc God’s chosen 
people,” avouched Shoemaker. His people 
are Dunkards; so-called, because when one is 
baptized, luis face is submerged three times 
in water. They are Puritans, Calvinists. 
Baptists and Fundamentalists, e.g., there is 
but one law; there is but one word—God’s! 
The most orthodox among the Mennonites, 
Shoemaker averred, “do not use electricity, 
or even tractors,” and this, when most are 
farmers. Mennonites neither smoke, drink, 
swear, dance, nor do they attend movies, for 
all of these things are non-productive They 
do have picnics, pitch horseshoes and play 
baseball. But their lives are entirely devoted

to the pursuit of salvation and no man can 
stay them from their appointed rounds, 
whether he is the civil authority, the military 
authority or a tyrant. The Mennonite will 
obey civil and any other law, claimed 
Shoeriaker, but when the law interfers with 
the law of God, Man’s law has to take a back 
seat, if, indeed, it sits at all! 

Mennonite is defined as a member of an 
evangelical Protestant sect, originating in 
Europe (Germany) in the 16th century, 
which opposes infant baptism, practices 
baptisms for belicvers only, restricts 
marriage to members of the denomination, 
and is noted for simplicity of living and plain 
dress. 

It is, according to Dr. Shoemaker, this 
“simplicity of living and plain dress” which 
is causing these agarian folk to lose some of 
their young people to wider horizons. But 
the decline of the Mennonite population in 
the United States is due primarily to the 
encroachment of so-called civilization. These 


pacifist people have turned to Canada and 
T 


atin America for more pacific 
enrironments. 
“The Mennonite communiiy is one in 


which there are no locked doors,” said 
Shoemaker. “‘There really can’t be any theft 
because their attitude is such: if I have 
anything iny neighbor wants and he takes it. 
it’s his. Of course, this is fine in a 
community where all. the standards are set; 
there was 1:0 pluralism at all. Everyone knew 
what was right; everyone knew what was 
beautiful. There wasn’t any disagreement in 
this, because to disagree automatically made 
you an outsider. But any such disagreements 
were settled on ‘what does the Bible say?’ If 
you got into an argument with a neighbor 
for taking something, and not returning it, 
you'd come before the elders of the 
church--some call it the Counsel of 
Deacons—and they would listen to arguments 
on both sides. Their decision is based on 
‘Brother, you’re wrong because God says 
thou shalt not covet. You covet this so much 
that you are willing to lose face and cause 
trouble?” 

Dr. Shoemaker explained: the individuals 
would not have to recant before the elders 
of the church, however, they would be urged 
to return home and pray for forgiveness. The 
church elders were certain the individuals 


would reach an amiable accord through 
repentance. 
Shoemaker added, “If a misfortune 


occurred-lightning struck a barn, burned it 
down?—the entire community would rebuild 
and stock it, if animals were lost, plus 
replace machinery and no questions were 
asked 

“But,” he added, “‘in the sense that you are 
a person who questicns theological tenets, 
you question whether there is any religious 
value that you wear a dress to your ankles, if 
you question any religious values, you're in 
trouble in the Mennonite community. It’s 
socially ostracizing--you are out of 
harmony...It isn’t any condemnation or 
verbal abuse; you're not considered a part of 
the community when you are unwilling to 
conform. The status of non-conformers 
everywhere,’’ Shoemaker asserted, “‘is 
precarious.” 
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New program 


Credit for incoming freshmen 


Approximately 1,300 freshmen 
entering San Francisco State 
College this fall wili have an 
unusual opportunity to earn 
substantial college credit before 
formal! classes even begin 

This was announced by 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke of 
The California State Colleges and 
San Francisco State President, S 
I. Hayakawa in connection witha 
series of five credit examinations 
to be offered in August and 
September. 


Pilot aspect 


Under the plan--a pilot aspect of 
new approaches to higher 
education proposed by Chancellor 
Dumke in January--freshmen can 
obtain credit toward early 
graduation, and those who pass all 
five exams will be redesignated as 
sophomores 

Freshmen who previously 
received notices that space is 
reserved for them at San 
Francisco State in September are 
being sent letters informing them 
of the testing program and 
schedules when the examinations 
will be given. The tests, 
comprising the general portion of 
the College-Level Examination 
Program (CLEP), are in English 
composition, social 
science-history, humanities, 
natural science and mathematics 


Credits 


A passing score in any of the 
subjects gives students six 
academic credits that count 
toward meeting the college's 
general studies graduation 
requirements. Students will not be 
penalized if they fail the exams 

“It was decided to try it at San 
Francisco State College where the 
academic staff has already 
completed a preliminary 
evaluation of the program,” said 
Dr. Lansdorf, Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs. In the event the 
plan is later expanded within the 
19-campus State College system 
students might be required to pay 
the normally required modest fee 
for the tests, if they choose to 
take the exams 


Placement 


Dr. Whitaker, 
State’s Dean of Undergraduate 
Studies, said he and his staff 
believe many high school 
graduates are qualified for 
advanced placement in college and 
that more should be done to

Recent claims that state funding 


in the last four years had risen 
88% at the State College level and 
40% at the university level, sent 
skeptics running to their 
calculators. After several pages of 
long division had been passed

88% increase in funding since 
1967, accompanied by a 70% 
increase in enrollment and 5% 
inflation every year does not 
equal a net increase in state 
support.

Education critics maintain that 
faculty are not teaching their 
required unit-loads. The Governor 
has made a campaign of enforcing 
12 unit loads at the State College 
and 9 at the university.
